ALL INDICATIONS POINT 
TO ACCEPTANCE OF BID 


“It Is Time to Take Definite 
Action,” Declares Mayor 
Winn—Clash Between Saw- 
yer and Dowd Over State- 
ment About Dr. Hering. 
Committee Meets Monday. 


While the finance committee of coun- 
cil, which met yesterday afternoon, 
will not reach a final decision as to 
the erection of a garbage disposal 
Plant until next Monday afternoon at 
1 o'clock, so as to report to council at 
3 o'clock, it seems very probable, from 
expressions of members of the com- 
mittee, that the bid of the New York 
Destructor Company will be accepted, 
and that the instalment of a modern 
sanitary plant for the citys garbage 
is now an assured fact. 

The plant, if the finance committee 
makes its report and it is adopted by 
courcil, will be located on the site of 
the old crematory. The plant is to 
cost $275,000 for the disposal plant 
alone, $376,000 with the necessary 
equipment for generating electric pow- 
er, and $441,000 if the necessary pump- 
ing machinery is installed to pump the 
Water for the city from the river to 
the reservoirs. 

Mayor Winn'‘s Appeal. 

Mayor Winn made an earnest appeal 
for the finance committee to take 
definite action at onee. He said that 
the people had waited long enough for 
the dump grounds to be abolished and 
the garbage and refuse destroyed by 
Sanitary methods. He stated that a re- 
duction plant was not what Atlanta 
wanted, and be recommended the ac- 
ceptance of the bid of the New York 


ompany. 


W. &. Dowd, Jr., representing tie 
New York company, went over the 
Plans and stated that the company was 
ready to make a bond of the full 
amount of the cost of the plant as a 
guarantee that the plant would do all 
that was proposed. He said that the 
plant would destroy 250 tons of gar- 
bage a day and generate enough steam 
to pump the water from the river by 
electric power. He claimed that by 
using its own power much labor wuoutd 
be soved and the cost of operation be 
reduced to 25 cents a ton. He stated 
that the city would save $23,000 a year 
On operating expenses dia 935,000 a 
year for fuel at the river waterworks 
station. The plant, he said, would oot 
emit any s:nokKe or disagreeable odors. 

Much stress was laid on the fact that 
Dr. Rudolph Hering had recommended 
the New York piant. 

The time to erect the plart compiet2 
will be 310 working days, but there 
will be enough vf the plant completed 
in a few months for operating pur- 
poses. 

Work Done by Health Board. 

Dr. W. L. Gilbert, president of the 
board of health, made a statement in 
which he said that the board had been 
working several months to settle per- 
Manently the city’s garbage question 
and had unanimously agreed that the 
propcsition of the New York company 
should be accepted. He said that the 
plant. would only cost about $60 a day 
for operating expenses and would gen- 
erate 1:96 steam power, which would 
be sufficient to run by electric power 
the river pump. The only other bid

WILLIAMS DENIES 
UWN TESTIMONY 


Chief Witness Against Archbald 
Denies Wednesday's Statement 


Tells Two Stories Regarding 


Signatures Which Appeared ' 


on Papers of the Sale of 
Culm Bank—More §Testi- 
mony Saturday. 


Washington, May 10.—Edward J, 
Williams, of Scranton, Pa., chief wit- 
ness so far against Judge Robert W, 
Archbald, of the commerce court, to- 
day practically denied before the house 
judiciary committee some of the testi- 
mony he had given against the judge 
Wednesday. 

Williams wag a partner with Judge 
Archbald in negotiations for buyins 
a culm bank from the Erie railroad tu 
sell at a profit of $12,000 to the Lack- 
awanna and Wyoming railroad. The 
judge at that time had the Erie’s so- 
called lighterage cases in his court. 
The committee is investigating to de- 
cide if impeachment proceedings 
should be brought against the judge. 

A. S. Worthington. counsel for the 
accused jurist, undertook the re-direct 
@éxamination of Williams and called his 
attention to the copy of an assign- 
ment of the culm bank property that 
he was alleged to have made to W, P. 
Boland and a “Silent party.’ Previ- 
ously Williams had admitted having 
made such an assignment before he 
procured options on the Erie culm 
banks, and explained that the “silent 
party” was Judge Archbald. Today, 
however, upon reading a copy of the 
assignment again, Williams declared 
it was not the paper he had -signed. 
He admitted the signature attached 
was his, but repudiated its contents. 

Admits He Drinks. 
admission led Attorney Worth- 
to ask the witness if he ever 
drank. He said he did, and admitted 
it was possible he might have signed 
papers that he could not now recall. 

Williams also repudiated the letter 
introduced in evidence Wednesday, in 
which he, relating having told C. H. 
Boland that if he had discounted one 
og Judge Archbald’s notes a case he 
had before that jurist, which was de- 
cided against him, might have re- 
sulted differently. The witness ad- 
mitted having said something like that 
to Boland, but he denied that the lan- 
guage used in the letter in evidence 
signed by him ever came from his 
lips. ' 

It also was developed on cross-exam- 
ination that Judge Archbald paid Wi!- 
liams’ fare from Scranton to Wash- 
ington, that the lighter might respond 
to the subpoena from the judiciary 
committee to appear before it. Wil- 
liams said he did not have the money, 
and that he had asked Judge Archbald 
to loan him the fare. When the com.

shortly after its election in November, 
instead of permitting the old congress 
toc hold on fot another session. The 
indications are such an amendment 
will shortly be proposed to the states 
for ratification. The change ig design- 
ed to put power more promptly into 
the hands of the people’s newly chosen 
representatives, and ts in accordance 
with the British parliamentary system 
where the whole government which has 
been repudiated at the polls passes out 
within a few weeks after a general 
election. 

Members of the judiciary committee 
are almost unanimously in favor -of 
proposing to the states a constitutional 
amendment carrying out the above idea 
as well as one limiting the president to 
one term of four or gix years.

New Orleans, May 10.—New Orleans 
tonight withstood the severest rain- 
storm in her history. All of the lower 
half of Louisiana was affected, and 
thousarids of the people who live be- 
hind the already terribly strained 
levees that hold back the Mississippi's 
flood waters were panicky. 

The wind ranged from 27 miles an 
hour at New Orleans to 40 miles at 
Baton Rouge, and at many points along 
the river it swept the waves of the 
Swollen stream over the levees. 

At New Orleans 5% ‘inches of rain 
fell from noon until 10 o'clock tonight, 
and about 4 inches fell between 7 and 9 
o'clock. The Mississippi river here 
was banked up by the high winds, and 
rose 8 inches in two hours, between 
8 and 10 o’clock tonight, forcing the 
waters over the levees at several 
points.

MUST GUARANTEE | 
BILLS OF LADING 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 10.—(Special.)— 
Railroads must guarantee their bills 
of lading hereafter and make good any 
shortage in the shipment for which 
the bills were issued, if a measure 
favorably reported to the senate by 
the committee on interstate commerce 
today becomes a law. 

Ever since the Knight-Yancey cotton 
failure there has been an insistent de- 
mand for some reform in the matter 
of fssuing bills of lading. The evi- 
dence in that noted case showed that 
bills og lading for cotton had been 
issued to the Knight-Yancey company 
by the railroads and forwarded by the 
firm for collection, when no cotton had 
actually been delivered to the carrier. 
To prevent a repetition of such con- 
ditions the Clapp bill establishes the 
rule of evidence that carriers shall be 
held liable for their bills of lading 
when issued by authorized agents. 

In the case of Friedbamber v. the 
Texas and Pacific railroad the supreme 
court of the United States held that a 
carrier was not liable when it had not 
in fact received the goods for which 
the bill was issued. 

The railroads have opposed legisla- 
tion making them guarantee their 
bills, saying it would subject them to 
great loss in making good the fraud-. 
ulent acts o¢ dishonest agents. ‘ 

In thiS connection the effort to @g- 
tablish in New York a validating bu- 
reau for cotton bills of lading to be 
maintained at the farmers’ expense, 
will be recalled. The southern cotton 
interests rebelled and nothing came of 
that attempt.

Washington, May 10.—President 
Taft today took a decided step toward 
revision of the patent laws, which 
have remained practically unchanged 
since 1870. He sent a special message 
to congres§ asking for legislation to 
authorize him to appoint a commission 
to investigate the patent laws and re- 
port what changes were necessary to 
make them fit modern conditions. 

The president gave several reasons 
to show the need for a change, He 
referred to the recent. “patent monop- 
Oly” decision of the supreme court, 
through which users of a certain ma- 
chine were compelled to buy from the 
company which sold the machine a 
certain Kind of ink for use with it, 
and enumerated five other reasons 
Which he said demanded the reyision 
of the patent law. 

The first reason was that the large 
corporations bought patents for im- 
provements and suppressed their man-

Dallas, Texas, May 10.—Under Texas 
law and -Texag political party usage,’ 
the state conventions, democratic at; 
Hiouston, and republican at Fort Worth, 
both to take place on May 28, may 
claim the power to pass on the district, 
delegates, thirty-two of whom are ‘to 
be elected ‘by each party in addition to} 
the eight delegates-at-large chosen by' 
the state conventions. Will the state | 
conventions claim this power to ratify | 
er reject-and will the claim be enforc- 
ed? This condition ig being discussed 
and this question is being asked by 
politicians and the anéwer of leaders 
seems to make it certain that Governor 
Woodrow Wilson will go into the na- 
tlonal democratic convention with for- 
ty delegates from Texas. On the face 
of the returns from county conventions, 
the delegates form which to the state 
conventions are, as a rule, identical 
With deiegates district conventions, 
it will be impossible for Wilson's op- 
ponents to secure strength in district 
delegates to Baltimore from this gtate. 

Un the other hand the republican re-. 
sult is greatly in doubt. Unofficial re- 
turns do not show a majority for eith- 
er President Taft or Colonel Roose- 
velt. Republican congressional district 
delegates, thirty-two, are to be elected 
May 16. The same custom as to ratifi- 
cation by the state convention exists 
as prevails in demotratic party affairs.

Washington, May 10.—On the ground 
of practical confiscation of property, 
an-injunction, restraining the inter- 


! state commerce commission from pute 


ting into effect on June 1 its order in 
the. so-called Shreveport case, was 
asked today of the commerce court. 

The applications were  docketed in 
two cases, one filed by the Houston 
East and West Texas railway and the 
Houston and Shreveport railroad, the 
Other by the Texas and Pacific railroad. 

In both applications it is alleged the 
interstate commerce commission, in is- 
suing its order requiring the railroads 
operating westwardly into Texas from 
Shreveport, La., to charge the same 
rates aS contemporaneously are in ef- 
fect from Texas territory to Shreve- 
port, is in violation of the constftu- 
tion, and that the interstate commerce 
commission has no jurisdiction over 
rates entirely within one state. 

The commission's order, issued by a 
majority of the body, required the rail-

Pitcher Frank Dessau has been placed 
on the ineligible list by the Atlanta 
Baseball Association. This step was 
necessary in order to put the Crackers 
inside the salary limit of $3,500, which 
weet into force Friday night.

Money in Butternuts. 

Following is an extract from the cur- 
rent issue of Farm and Fireside: 

“Much attention has been given in 
recent years to the raising of nuts for 
profit. Orchards of chestnuts, pecans, 
English walnuts and filberts have been 
planted and fabulous stories are told 
by nurserymen of the quick growth, 
early bearing and great yield of the 
stock they advertise. Attempts have 
been made to grow these nuts in cli- 
mates not altogether adapted to them, 
not always with the best of results. 
Occasionally appears the destructive 
chestnut-bark disease to destroy the 
work of years, but scattered over the 
northern states are nut-trees Srowing 
wild, perfectly hardy and untouched 
by disease, bearing, in their uncared- 
for condition, good crops of nuts. 

“One of the best of these wildings is 
the butternut, or white walnut. By 
roadsides, in fence” corners, in barren 
pastures, this hardy nut tree stows 
thriftily. Rarely are butternuts gath- 
ere@ except, perhaps, a few bushels to 
be cracked by the home fire in the 
winter evenings, yet the good par geingel ty 

f Vermont carrie n . 
vartinemeae:-4 last fall asking for 
The few who have gath- 
ered them for sale in past years have 
received from 75 cents to $1 a bushel 
for them. There is a market for them 
in all iarge places. The white walnut 
will grow anywhere and will grow 
very rapidly even without care. 

“Tf the butternut tree be cared for as 
are other orchard trees, it makes a 
phenomenal growth and is one Of the 
most beautiful trees that grows. It 
comes into bearing at an early age and 
lives to be very old. When grown on 
good ground, the nuts are much larger 
than when grown on poor soil, thus 
showing that it, in common with other 
trees, does better when well fed. The 
kernel is‘very rich and palatable, being 
ahead of the English walnut in respect 
to food ~alues; its name butternut or 
oilnut indicating its superior fat con-

Kansas City, May 10.—A note of 
warning against neglecting the negro 
in the United States while propagating 
the faith in foreign countries was 
sounded by Dr. W. W. Breckett, of 
New York, genetal secretary of mis- 
sions, before the conference of the Af- 
rican Methodist Episcopal church which 
resumed sessions here today. Dr. Rreck- 
ett commended the missionary work 
in Africa and other foreign climes, but 
added there wasabroad fleld forthe 
same kind of work at home. 

Dr. A. Henry Attaway, president of 
Edward Walters’ College, Jacksonville, 
Ila., declared that the furtherance of 
Christian education was the solution 
of the negro problem. His views were 
indorsed by Dr. W. A. Fountain, of 
Morris Brown College. Atlanta, Ga. 

The negro has become more of a 
inan under Mohammedan than under 
Christian teachers, according to Bishop 
Cc 8S. Smith, who,in an address today, 
said that the white man caused the 
negro to look upon him as a master, 
while the Mohammedan teacher taught 
him to bow his head only to Allah.

LFour hours were devoted to the 
discussion of the bill, and tomorrow 
the proposed pensfon pian probably will 
This plan is to provide a 
monthly payment to engineers who are 
retired.

SHOWS HOW STEEL TRUST 
CAUSED RISE IN PRICES 


New York, May 10.—The course of 
prices of steel products before and 
after the foundation of the United 
States Steel Corporation wags outlined 
today in the government’s suit to dis- 
solve the corporation by A. I. Findley, 
editor of a trade paper. The corpora- 
tion was organized in Aprii, 1901. 
Findley showed that in December, 1898, 
wire nails sold at $25.50 a ton; in Jan- 
uary, 1900, at $71.60 a ton and in De- 
cember, 1901, at $44.50. 

Steel rails, he showed, in November, 
1898, were $16.50 a ton; in September, 
1900, $26; in December, 1901, $28, since 
which they had not varied. 

The government contends rail prices 
were permanently fixed at $28 at the 
time the corporation was formed. 

Findley said tin plate, which sold at 
2.75 per hundredweight in October, 
1898, advanced to $4.20 in May, 1902, 
and that similar advances were shown 
in other products. 

On cross-examination counsel for the 
defense brought out that during the 
last few years steel prices had de- 
clined and as a general rule were low- 
er now than when the corporation was 
formed. 


REPORT ON RICHESON 
AWAITED BY GOVERNOR 


Boston, May 10.—Until he has re- 
ceived reports of alienists, Governor 
Foss can not determine whether he 
will submit to the executive council 
case of Virgil Ricneson, the for- 
mer minister now condemned to death. 

In the meanwhile Richeson remains 
in the Charles street jail. In the or- 
dinary course of events he would have 
been transferred to a death cell in 
the state’s prison. The application for 
a commutation, however, delayed this 
removal. 

Richeson is sentenced to die during 
the week of May 19. 

Mayor Fitzgerald today sent a com- 
munication to Governor Foss 
him not to submit the petition for a 
commutation of Richeson's sentence to 
the executive council. 

The mayor declared that Richeson’s 
crime was “one of the most abomina- 
ble in the history of the country,” and 
merited the extreme penalty. 

Mayor Fitzgerald today sent a com- 
munication to Governor Foss asking 
him not to submit the petifion for a 
commutation of Richeson’s gsentence to 
the executive council. 

The mayor declared that Richeson's 
crime was one “of the most abominable 
in the history of the country, and mer- 
ited the extreme penalty.

TAFT MANAGERS USE

President's Only Chance ls With 
Bosses, He Declares, 


Of 256 Delegates From Nine /f 
Presidential Primaries, Only — 
40 Instructed for Taft, With 
Balance Against Him, Writes 
Colonel. 


New York, May 10.—Nine states that 
had presidential primaries or their 
equivalent will send 256 delegates to 
the republican national convention, 
and of these delegates only forty have 
been instructed for Taft, while the 
balance are against him. 

This statement is made in a letter 
written by Theodore Roosevelt to @ 
Minnesota man today. 

The letter declares Taft carried only 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire, 
While in the other seven states the 
majorities against him range from two 
to one to twenty to one. Roosevelt 
asserts that if primaries could be held 
in‘al] the states Taft by no possibility 
could have 200 votes in the Chicago 
convention. Taft's chance of re-elec- 
tion, Roosevelt declares, “lies solely in 
securing at Chicago delegates who will 
misrepresent the will of the people.” 

“He can get these delepates,” as- 
serts Colonel Roosevelt, “not in the 
Primary states, but in convention 
States where delegates are chosen un- 
der the old system, and even in these 
States he can only get them where the 
State is ruled by a boss.” 

Mr. Roosevelt says the bosses favor 
the president, and he proceeds with a 
list of names of ‘“‘bosses’” in the va- 
rious states, 

Mr. Roosevelt asserts he is the only 
candidate whom it is possible to nom- 
inate against the bosses and says it is 
evident he will defeat Mr. Taft; that 
it is a “fight of the plain people 
against the bosses.”

COTTON FELL OFF 
UNDER REALIZING 


Marke. Opened at Advance, 
But Closed at Lowest 
of Day. 


New York, May 10.—An opening ad- 
vance in the cotton market, as a re- 
sult of unsettled weather in the south, 
was followed by more or less irregu- 
larity..but the general tendency ap- 
peared to be downward, under realiz- 
ing by recent buyers or other pressure, 
with the close easy at a net decline 
of from 5 to 10 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 2@8 points, on fairly pase 4 
cables, réports of rain in the westerh 
belt, and predictions that the wet 
weather would work eastward, caus- 
ing showers or light rains in central 
or eastern sections og the belt today 
or Saturday. Offerings were heavy on 
the initial advance, however, and the 
market soon eased off. After selling 
some 3 to 5 points under the clobing 
figures of yesterday, as a result of 
realizing by recent buyers, which was 
said to include some of the big buyers 
of last week and uptown. buyers of 
the previous day, the market rallied 
to about the opening level on covering 
for over the week-end. 

Bullish private crop advices from 
Georgia, and bullish week-end figures 
probably contributed to this advance, 
but inspired no general buying for 
long account, and the market later in 
the afternoon weakened again under 
renewed liquidation and selling by 
@pot houses. Closing prices were at 
the lowest point of the day. 

The official forecasts 
unsettled weather, with 
or tomorrow probably 
little buying during the@ arly trading, 
but private predictions® hat the pres- 
ent wet weather would be followed by 
clearing conditions appeared to offset 
the most !mmedfate outlook, and much 
of the selling on the initial advance 
Was attributed to a reduction of long 
lines by some of the recent prominent 
buyers.

ON GOOD WEATHER 


The Market Closed Weak and 
Over One Cent Off. 
Corn Down. 


Chicago, May 10.—Ideal weather for 
crops shut off buying power in the 
wheat. pit today. The market closed 
weak at prices slanting from last 
night’s level to 1@1% below. All. 
other leading staples, too, scored a de- 
cline—corn % to 3- 8 oats to 56-8, 
and provisions 15 to 27% @30. 

Wheat finished at the lowest point 
of the day after touching the highest 
point of the season for May and July. 
Frofita-taking sales from conservative 
longs came on an overbought market, 
and carried quotations downward, 
though rallies frequently intervened. 
Bullish incentives were found in worse 
prospects in North Dakota and frost 
reports from kKussia. Important sell- 
ing of September wheat had a good 
deal to do with depressing the market, 
as a whole, | 

Larger receipts counted against the 
bull side of the corn market. So did 
the fact of immense shipments from 
Argentina. July fluctuated from 777-8 
to 78%, and closed steady but 4% @3-%5 
down at 78@78%. Cash grades were 
unsettled; No. 2 yellow quoted at 82% 
@ 82%. 


Oats gave way when wheat and corn 
weakened. It was noticed that a lead- 
ing house seemed to-have selling or- 
ders every time the market showed a 
tendency to rally. July swung from 
53 7-8 to 54%, closing 5-8 net lower at 
54 flat. 

Exceptionally heavy stocks and poor 
merchandizing call served to handicap 
provisians. calpers chiefly attacked 
lard, but pork, which it was said the 
packers intended to deliver to an ex- 
tent greater than usual, sagged the 
most, 22% to 27 ‘a @ 30.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK;
